Mr. akae was born in Toronto, fJatia 
I da, and at the time of his death was 
about -l l year.s of age. Ilecann! to the 
coast iu the suunnerof lrf;)9 and work- 
ed for u sliort time at Saorameiito as 
telegraph oiierator, in wh icli occupation 
; ho is said to have been rpiite an expoi t 
I in those early days, lie nexjb went to

world by telegraph. He worked in the 
j telegrajih oflioo for a short period, I'Ut 
I being shrewd and energetic, In; early 
j saw the bright opj)omiiiities whii'h that 
now and undev('lo|ied eoiuitrv oliereil 
I for the rapid acipurement of wealth. 
[ He was one of the tirst projectors of 
' the Virginia ('ity Water Works ami 
gave up his oecnjintion as operator to 
(levote himself to their construction 
tiiul to look after the interest which 
■ be had ae(]uireil in several mine;!, lie 
was suiiurinlendeiiL of the famous Hale 
:i iS'urcross mine in ISGli, and had 
I more or less interest in othi-r jiromi 
' ncnt mines in that vicinity, lie was a 
I bold and daring operator, and at one 
i time was considered worth several mil- 
lion dollars, wliicli he had madi! mostly 
I in Consolidated \''irginia and Crown 
Point speciilatioiiH. In the. Sierra .No 
vada ileal in 1S7.S lu; was coinplelidy 
cleaned out antl was loft almost ptuiiii- 
less. Since than lis baa operated in the 
iiiinea in various sfictions and managed 
tomakeagootl living for himself and 
family. He was married at Cobiirg 
Canada, about 15 years ago, and leaves 
a widow and a fourteen year old daugh- 
ter, wdio are at present at Monterey. 
Mr. Skae was a charter member of the 
Knights Temple, Clolden Gate Com- 
mandery, of San Francisco. Nothing is 
known of his aflairs and no steps con 
cerning the funeral will bo taken until 
tiie arrival of liis widov,-, who is ex 
pectod Ihismorning. Thebody was taken 
to Gray's undertaking establishment 
on .Sacramento street, yesterday after- 
noon, where it was watched hy a num- 
ber of his old friends. 

Thedeath of this popular man, whose 
dguro was one of the most familiar 
iiniong the mining o|ierators of this 
city, was til 2 leading topic of coiiv(-rsa 
tion at tlie hotels last night.

ADVICE TO TE ACRE US. 

Tho deputy achool superititeiukMit of 
education in Oaliforoia has nddi-uHsud 
auine timely and valuable liiiita to tliu 
teachers under thorn. Many of tlieso 
hints lire so appliciiblo to tills section that 
we republish them in full, fouling cortaiii 
that they will bo poriisud with prolit by 
those most intorostod in thoni: 

The child who is naturally nervous and 
fidgety is sure to be ranked among tltu 
worst behaved; the boy who is full of 
healthful oiiorgy, whoso acluuil work is nut 
enough for him, wlio pincuivoH ovui-ytiiiii'4 
which tukoa [jlaoo around liiui, is ino:tt 
likely to rank aoxt n-orat. liiU. the sly 
boy, wlio frL'quuiilly gets tho otliorn into 
trouble, will bo very likely to stand well, 
while the stupid, listlesd children, who 
are too lifeless even to do mischiefj tntt- 
urally take tho palm for good conduct. 
Thoa aijain tliero i.i the variation caii.st-d 
by the condition of tho toacliiir. 'I'liia 
year the energetic boy's loaclior is froali, 
healthy and good naluriid. Slio i.i pleas- 
ed with his brightness and justly approui- 
. alea his good humor. From time to time 
she Gnda it nocoaaury to say a word to 
chock hia ovorllowiiig Kpirits. liiithojuat 
glories in Ida teacher, and iloos o\ cry tiling! 
in Ilia powor to [iloaao her. Ilia report i.s, 
aa it ought to bo, go<)d. Next yoar, liav 
ing boon proimitoti, this boy enters an 
other claaa. 'I'lio teacher is W4)rn out and 
aick. Tho gonoral disposition which laat 
yoar pleaaod this your vexes. Check fol- 
lows check, and tho aanio lioy, who was 
previously described as very i,'ood, is nmv 
reported aa very ill-'bolmved indeed. If 
I add that very freipienlly jnipila are ap 
pointed to record the checks, and that in 
auch casea charges of favoritiam and mal- 
ice are constantly nnide, tha faith in de- 
portment percoiitagos must he nniterially 
aliaken. 

Tho scliolarahip percentages aro often 
more unrelial)Io still. Many teachers act 
as if the business of their lives was to ex- 
Binine pupils and record credits. Some of 
these examiners (they do not deaervo to 
be called teachera) never take the truul)le 
to consider H helher a task ia diHi,'ult or 
not. They set ao nniny inches of the 
to.xt-hiiok to lio studied by the pw|)il at 
home every night. They are groat text- 
book people. They never prepare a lea 
son. They consider that the busnu-ss of 
the pupil alone. And uo the unfortunate 
scholars must study fur two rr ihiee 
hours every evening, in order that the 
achoolkooper niaj- spend throe nr four 
hours next day in examining thoni and 
recording their iniase.i. I hope 1 am cit- 
ing extreme coaea, and thitt the mention 
of them will be the means of doing away 
with thoiu. I wiali, howeV(M', to render 
the sources of variation and luiaropreaen- 
tation in tho scholarship percentages 
plain. 

Every falsehood, equivocation and ex- 
aggeration; every case of diaiibedienco and 
.ill-temper; ovary appearimco of a dispo- 
sition to regard tho teacher as a tyrant or 
ar. enemy — should lie mailo tho text for a 
lesson in morals and manners. 'I'he 
teacher ia judge, jury and shoritl'. Ho 
niuat, therefore, be abaolately just to his 
pupils. He has a right to show a right- 
eous indignation for the wrong doing, and 
to take a corresponding pleasure in tho 
right-doing of tho pupil.-i. but he has im 
right to grant .spocial favors to the child- 
ren of friends or relatives, or to those of 
the wealthy and intlueiitial . 

The great use uf geo|rta|jhy ia to give 
commercial kiiowleclgo. If the teacher 
will constantly keep this central fact he 
fore him he will iojI burden the pupil with 
dry and ditlicull ta-sks in the luero b ca 
tion of tiniinportant phicoa. (leograpliy, 
well taught, will givi^ u^i an intimate ac- 
quaintance with tho pe(j )lo and produc- 
tions of foreign Dlucea. The geot;i'aphy of 
localities will become, as it slMuld, an in 
cident of this iiistructinn, and child and 
teachor will not be wearied and iriitatetl 
by the everlasting hunt for lakes hero, 
rivers there and cities aomewhere else, 
with no object which tho pupil can aoo, 
except to push, puzzle and punish. 

Many teachura aeeiii li> think tli.it his 
tory should ho gunerally studied for the 
great mass of facta which it furnishes, and 
hence thoy would havu pupils remember 
every name, date and uircutnstance, no 
matter how unimportant. This is wrong. 
We must never forget that human acipiire- 
mentis limited, and, eoij.secpiently, that 
pupils will have mure than enuugli tn do 
in attempting to ronieinbor what it seems 
necessary lo know. Uistories shoiild bo 
looked upon as readers or reference books.

DuuLiN, July 15 — l he Munster Uank 
which failed yesterday, carried on busi- 
ness as usual yesterday, but roportod 
several heavy chcipies not [laid. After 
the u.snal cloanro, an idlicial notice was 
issued stating the susponsioii ivas due to 
tho continued withdrawals of huavy de- 
posits sincu the litigation of Jackson vs. 
the Munater Bank directors, and adding 
tliiit a careful reali/.atinn of the bank's 
securities would be amply sullicient todia- 
chaigo Us liabilities. Tho head ollice of 
the bank is m Coik, but tho central otiice 
is ill Dublin. Last year the aharoliolders 
met and adopted a resolution roijiiesting 
Mr. Shaw, M. P., chairman, to retire, 
and Messrs. Jaokson, Vi zgeraldand other 
sharoholders instituted a suit to make the 
directors I'espoiiaiblo f<M' tho dellciencies 
caused by overdrafts to theinaidves. It, 
transpired that iMr. Shaw wuh indebted to 
the bank f80,()0(). Mr. Shaw claimed 
L';'i(),000 fees aa a direelcu-. lOveiilually 
the matter was apiioahly settled, in ortlor 
to stop litigation, and IMr. Shaw with- 
drew liis claim. In giving judgniont the 
vice chancellor dwelt severely upon the 
cunduct of Mr. .SImw and of another ex - 
dueclur, a INI r. Itellon. It was shown 
that advances to the directors were ii it 
properly sociired. Two recent failures 
also showed great, unsecured indebtednoas 
to the bank. Public eoididunce in tho 
hank was shaken. The Bank of Ireland 
en Saturday decided Iu slup .supplies and 
this roHiilted ni tlii' siispenaion, wdiich is 
likely to bring great suirering 11(1011 the 
south uf Irolan<l.

.laiiaii itself, says that tho slatctucuts ro- 
fcrrcd to were wholly misleading. "One 
of the persons iiienlioned, " be said, "was 
Mr. Momoturo Sato, who was represented 
as a shrewd fellow who made mouev 
from lhe eur'osily of people who wantei] 
to stare at hiuL lie is the sou of Ur. 
Siito, who was the highest Ottodlcal au- 
thority iu .liipan. He was the first Japan- 
ese to ej».ubllsh In this country the busi- 
ness of importing goods from his native 
land, and e.xpuriing Auioricau goods 
thither. He diil not many a (ierman 
girl, as slated, hut an American ladv of 
I hlladi'Iphia. The .lapaucBo do not' as 
asserted, bate the C'liiiioso particularly. 
They hate whatever Is small, vicious, and 
tricky in Iheui, just as they do in other 
people. 'I'he statements that , lapuueso 
have harems, regard their wives us lucro 
(hattols. and that no forinalltv is re 
iiuired to procure a divorce are all gros.s 
untruths. 

"U is lawful In .lupau to have only one 
wile. The nmrrlage ceremony js a coin- 
ple.v but beautiful one. Their women am 
Just us chaste as our own. and as to 
divorces, while the manner of procedure 
is uoL the same as ours, they are obtained 
by direct evidence and without the i|uoa- 
lionalile aid of detectives t'onaiderablo 
stress was put, ia the statements referred 
to, oil the employment In a Front street 
iihiL'o of soiui! .lupauese ijirla as clerks. 
It was said that the attention paid them 
by men 1 ompletoly demoralized them. 
'Ihu fui't is that they were niiun 
bers of a troupe of Japanese jugglers. 
When the novelty wore oil and they 
ceased lo draw, the Front street merohaiif 
took Iheni sl^iply to draw tr^de by o.'C- 
hihiti#ig theut.

The worst word a .lapaneso over ap- 
plies to a man wham ho dUllke-i 
is 'heist.' There Is. Iu fact, 
less disturbuuce among thiun than 
among any other people known to .\inerl- 
caus. Tluiir homes, no nnitter how poor, 
are neat, and In cleanliness they set a 
notable e.xample to the whole world. Law 
and order are as much desired and en- 
foiccd there as elsewdiera Tho statemeut 
that the faithless wife Is punished by death 
In that country Is senseless. The law 
takes a baud In that as well as In other 
nuiltersi. An to the story that the Japanese 
have no ridigiou, the facts aro simply 
these: They have a religion and are in- 
tensely dovuted to It, and are rpilte a.s 
an.vions to live uprightly as we are. \Vu 
have succeeded in making doubters of a 
few of til. 'in, liut they do not |)ropo.se to 
adopt a new reKgio!i '.vitlioul the most 
searcliing iiivrsllgatlon. They are in- 
V',>stigating the subject now. and doubt- 
less good results will come of It. 

" So far as coming to this country for 
the sake of making money Is concerned, 
llicy do so no more than others; and plcuty 
of ,\iuericaiis go to their country simply 
to make nioiie.y and without any iiilen- 
tion of becoming .lajiaucse citi/ens. The 
.la|ianese are in this respect uo exception 
to lhe i nle which governs hunian ambi- 
tion. Their love of country and attach- 
ment to home are just lis great as they aro 
among the jieople of any other iiatlou. 
At home they live pleasantly under a geu- 
tie aud progressive form of govcrnmeut, 
and are proud of the distinction of Ixihig 
.lapanese. They are ft class of people who 
have nnide Iheiuselves respected aud ad- 
mired whoTever they have entered m 
American hoasehold. They do business 
as we do it, and are fully aa straightfor- 
ward in their dealings and guanl ihelt; 
rci)ntatloD3 with as much care as any peo- 
ple whom r know. Tho person xvlio 
made tlie slali nienls referred to is o.xceed- 
iiigly ignorant about the history of .lapuu, 
lis laws, its customs, aud its people. "

month or two as a reluru for suppositi- 
lioiis .sales made, re3lri(;tiug tho boy, 
however, from overstocking the market 
by adding to his coasigiimeut more than 
the two per month. 

Tho pictures aro beneath criticism, 
actually without form or color, and 
ilreadful examples of what misplaced in- 
dustry can produi'e, but that boy paints 
away for dear life nuder the impression 
that he is receiving appreciation in his 
native land, and his Dre-sden companlomr 
wonder what sort of a taste for art exists 
iu Chicago. There is a problem to solvi 
in the future. The dealer has aboHl 
thirty-live 011 hand that he cannot sell foi 
1 per ceil I. of the money thai the hoy'.'i 
father bus paid for lliem, and he has not 
the conscience to give them away. The 
young fellow will be back pretty soon, 
and ibero is a chance for some awkward 
explaiiatious, aud a deuouemeiit in wliict 
crushed genius will ligurc. Though 
Inirsli, that would be the l)etter ending, 
for if the kind i)aternal deceiition is not 
discovered, he will set up a studio and 
harass a long sulVeriug and iiatioiit public 
Willi sUfdies, compositions, aud ideal 
night niarcif, much after the manner ol 
many of those already engaged in that 
lieudish work in this city.

Davilt refuses to enter parliament, be- 
cause in doing so it would be compulsory 
to swear allogianco to tho Queen, fle de- 
clares that he will remain an unroloiitiiig 
enemy of Kngland's power in Ireland.

(lu^istioned, Mrs. Gallick acknowledged to 
having sold out all intoreat in the boot 
store and to having heraelf received the 
purchaao money fur the same, which she 
said was )?700, but which other informa- 
tion stated to be J2,500. 

Mr. Wilson (Davie it Wilson), who ap- 
peared fur the plaintiff, pressed for an 
order for immediate payment, which the 
judge accordingly ordered, Mrs. ( Jalliok, 
liowever, persisted in delnying payment 
until tho "return" of Mr. Gullick, but 
the judge appiroiilly not persuaded with 
lliedefeudant's e.vcusea for delay, adjourn- 
ed the court until 3 o'clock p.m. fur her to

lii.s, wheronpon the judge ordered her to 
bo ciimmitted to priaon fur 110 days, or 
until [layineiil of tho demand. The siib- 
seipioiit etlorts of tho deputy sherilf to 
disciivor tho whereaboiils of the fugitive 
were unsuccessful, until" early yesterday 
morning, when the defaulting protege of 
our evening contemporary, tho Times, 
was found secreted in a dwelling house on 
Humboldt street, out of which, alter a 
vigorous chase around the garden and 
throughout the adjoining lot by the olliuer 
alio naa at length secured and aafely con- 
veyed to jail. Several other claims have 
been tiled against Mrs. Gallick by the 
employes and other creditors of tho 
estaldishuioiit , whoso proprietress remains 
under .lailer Hutchinson's charge, until 
tho aittinga of tlie court, which o|)ens to- 
morrow at 10 o'clock a. m.
